The-deeision on the part of the Partids Conunista del Ueuntor (PCE) to send 
“ala Nartines, foremost Seuaderan woman Communist, to the dorld Peace Jonrress 
in Paris*® vas sudden, as the Party had announced on 4 April 1949 that thore 
wis not sufficient time to orient a delem te for the Sonrress, and therfore 
uavelor would not bo repres:nted. In confidence, hovever, PCE leaders stated 
that the lac’: of funds prevented then from sending someone. 


4, Aecording to Cesar Iindara, on 17 April Pedro Saad, Acting Seerotary General of 
the Party, received from ‘exico by courier instructions to send a Communist 
delegate to the Conrreas. Funds to cover the trip vere also brought by the 
eourier, As Gaad was unable to fo norsonally because of the convocation of the 
Til Goneress of the Confeleracion de Trabajacores del Ueuador, he selected 
“ela Martinez and told her of this decision on 18 April. 


3. 3efere her Jevarture larbines conferred i:forrally with certain members of the 
ventral Committee, lack of time preventing a nore thoroush >riefing. She 
raseived no special instructions, but vas told to present the Party's position 
to the appropriate Communist authority in Paria and to request a periodic 
supoly of fun’s to help the POE in its preparations for the coming world 
strug@le, Party leaders explained to her thet she would undoubtedly be con= 
tacte? by someone from the Cominform vho would brief her on the international 
situation as vell as rive her instructions for the PCE, 


4, It was reported that Communist leaders were at first indifCerent to the Peace 
conrress, Saad apparent] received information from abroad regarding the 
meeting at the same time he received the money for the delepate's trip, for he 
later sent word to the other leaders that the Congress vas very important and 
that "seeret" Party natters would be discussed.
